Therefore to possess 
the plant of Hie, the mini) must 
b« under the spiritual govern- 
metit; and when the change 
comes, it will be only » removal 
to a place of similar experience, 
broadened, deepened and Length- 
ened, with every annoyance for- 
ever excluded. The change will 
be a banting forth into a lull en- 
joyment what before existed in 
su tiering and feebleness. 

Christ'* mind was wholly 
spiritual, although he exeroiaed 
the same faculties in which the 
carnal mind dwells. But tbey 
were ao completely under the 
control of the spiritual, that they 
never led to acU contrary to nat- 
ural laws so tar aa fleshly desires 
and worldly wisdom prompted 
him. Bat to be Spiritually 
minded man must be born of the 
spirit.

The Carnal and the Spiritual 

Nature*. 

One ot the ipostloR says to be 
carnally minded is death, but to 
be spiritually minded is life and 
peace. This is a proposition of 
such importance that it should 
engage the attention of the seek- 
er after lite and immortality . 

What then is the carnal mind? 
and what is the spiritual mind ''. 
These must be conditions or 
states that can be recognised by 
the nowers of consciousness, or 
no one would be able to discern 
when be wee carnally minded, or 
spiritually minded. 

These two qualities of mind 
can be no other than the exercise 
of the mental powers which man 
possesses. In the organization 
of the mind and its adaptation to 
the several relations that man 
sustains, certain faculties are set 
apart for special purposes. As 
an illustration there in is the men- 
tal organization of every man a 
faculty that presides over the 
function of digestion. Bo long 
as it is exercised in harmony with 
natural laws and under the con- 
trol of mora) laws, there is no 
sin ; but when the limits are dis- 
regarded and gluttony and 
drunkenness results, there is sin 
against physiological laws and 
alio moral laws. This is one 
torm of carnal mindedness. 

In the relations in which man 
exists, bin mental powers adapt 
him to the domestic relation, to 
the spiritual relation, and arms 
against encroachment and with 
the powers of sell-defence. If a 
man only lives in the protection 
of btB earthly interests, be is car- 
nally minded. His desires and 
purposes rise no higher than his 
own selfish and domestic inter- 
est, and if he dies in this state 
heaven would be to him a trans- 
portation into a realm wholly for- 
eign in character to the one in 
which he formerly existed. He 
would possess no quality or ex- 
perience harmonious with the 
nature of heaven, and the transi- 
tion would be as revolutionary 
as to place an angel ot heaven 
into the midst ot an infuriated 
mob. His mind would be whol- 
ly carnal, and to be carnally 
minded is death. There could be 
ue lite. 

The spiritual mind is one that 
is under the control ot those fac- 
ulties ot the mind which adapt 
man to the spirit nal relation. 
The beast's mind is wholly car- 
nal by nature ; but man's is not 
so. Be is organized to main 
tain a spiritual relationship, and 
when those mental powers which 
lit him for the carnal connection, 
are under the control of the spirit 


"Occupy Till I Come," 

In one of the Savior's parables 
a noblemen is represented as 
calling his ten servants, as he is 
about to leave for a far country, 
and he delivered unto each one 
of them a tew dollars and gave 
them one commandment: "Oc- 
cupy till I come." 

lie did not instruct these men 
to do any thing with the money 
be left with tbem, or require 
them to be successful. Only one 
duty be placed upon them, and 
that was to occupy until he 
should come. 

This parable teaches a very 
important lesson to the believers 
in Christ, as a general body, and 
to the shepherds as a speoial 
class. 

Christ has commanded bis 
servants to labor until be comee. 
As the noblemen's servants knew 
their duty by association in such 
connection to him, he only gave 
tbem one order when he left; so 
the child of God knows bis duty 
from the inspired writings, and 
hie servants have a command 
that means as much as "Occupy 
till I come." 

One lesson to be drawn from 
this is, that the minister ol the 
Gospel is not commanded to be 
successful. There is no place in 
the New Testament that it is 
plainly required or intimated. 
The gospel does not ask any 
man to be successful as an evan- 
gelist or a minister of the Word. 
It is not expected ol man and he 
should never feel that it was 
demanded that he should be in 
his labors. 

Batman's doty is to labor: 
"Occupy till I come." Al- 
though success, as a servant ot 
the Lord, is not command, is not 
asked ; yet the faithful one will 
not wrap what was given him to 
improve into a napkin ai.d re- 
main inactive until the Lord 
comes, A coarse like this, ac- 
cording to the parable is self- 
condemnation. The man had 
no evidence that labor would 
have been fruitless. The dec- 
laration 61 the nobleman shows 
that the contrary was true. He 
could have loaned the money and 
returned with it interest, and 
then he would have been a faith- 
ful servant too, and given cities 
to rule. 

Another lesson that is taught 
is, that God will reward his ser- 
vants. When men work for 
success and obtain it, they have 
their reward. If tbey work for 
the applause and honor of men, 
when they secure that, they bave 
their reward: bat when tbey 
work because they have love 
dwelling in them and because 
the Lord has commanded then 


absent, {then 
them. 

Another lesson taught is, that 
good works should not be aban- 
doned because obstacles are in 
tbe way. If the nobleman is an 
austere man, taking np that 
which he had not laid down and 
reaping what he had not sown, 
yet the work must not be aban- 
doned for fear that success will 
not follow the efforts. There is 
no cause for fear in working for 
tbe Lord. A labor of faith will 
be rewarded. Even though his 
work amounts to nothing in the 
end, yet the laborer shall be 
saved. St. Paul says every man's 
work shall be tried and if it 
proves to be wood, hay and stub- 
ble, it will be consumed and the 
builder will suffer loss, yet he 
shall be saved at by fire. 

Never be discouraged in work- 
ing for the Lord, althougbt yon 
do not meet with the success yon 
anticipated.

In a private letter he writes ns 
that he hopes we will take no 
offence. No, never. If any of 
our readers suppose that there 
was any such feeling, we here 
say to all that no such thoughts 
should be entertained. 

We plead gnilty of writing in 
rather a bu me roue manner about 
the use of "Bev," and innocently 
too — that is we meant to cast no 
reflections of a disparaging char- 
acter. 

But we were amused because 
our brother is just like we are- 
has prejudices against an inno- 
cent word. 

We are prejudiced against the 
word "Pastor" because other 
churches used it, and it is drawn 
out of a Latin word that was of 
frequent use in the early times 
of Romanism. But he proves 
that it is a very nice word — 
meaning a shepherd, one who 
takes care or attends another, a 
watchful friend. Who could 
have prejudices against a word 
meaning such nice things ? We 
give the definition to the Greek 
word Potmen, which is translated 
shepherd, or may very properly 
he translated nastor. Then we 
would read : "I am the good pas- 
tor" — Jesus. 

"Uev." is not a title of honor, 
as used in this country. The 
following definition copied lrom 
a standard religious encyclopedia 
defines ite proper use : "In this 
country it — Reeerend — ie used in 
its abridged form merely as a 
convenient ministerial designa- 
tion." Bo the careful writer, 
when he desires to conter honor, 
spells the word out using "Bev- 
erend ;" and when he wishes only 
to designate that he ie a preach- 
er, uses "Bev." This ie the cus- 
tom now. 

We are sure that when our 
worthy brother looks at all these 
things as they truly are he will 
feel a greater degree of allow- 
ance lor tbe use of "Bev." 

We wish, however, that we 
knew, bow to say something to 
call out another article from 
him, as bis productions are sound, 
sensible and instructive.
